CONSERVATIONISTS PROTEST 
POSSIBLE EXTINCTION 


“Once a species Is gone, it will never be 
back."’ '‘A species is a terrible thing to 
waste." These were among the cries 
heard at a protest march and silent vigil 
held last night on the Amherst Alternative 
Town Common. 

The protest centers around a species 
which has been methodically and pur- 
posefully hunted to near-extinction. 
‘There's only one small culture left in 
England and the irresponsible government 
groups are talking about getting rid of 
: them, too. We can’t allow this to happen,"’ 
: said Ms. Amanda Alseasons, the 
: chairperson of SOS (Save Our Smallpox). 
Mr. John deGang, the president of FOP 


: (Friends of the Pox) commented, ‘‘First it” 


: was rooted out of its natural habitat, now 
: they want to destroy it completely.’’ 

: Currently the only remaining colony of 
smallpox is contained in several large 
petrie dishes in a London laboratory. The 
last known sighting of a pox In the wild 
was in 1977. 


Plans to save the smallpox were ex- 
plained by deGang: ‘‘We hope to raise 
enough money to open a zoo for the public. 
The smallpox will be our first exhibit, but 
we expect more as science pushes more 
and more species to the brink of ex- 
tinction; yellow fever, leprosy, sleeping 
sickness—we'll probably be getting them 
and others before long, unfortunately.’’ 

According to Alseasons, ‘‘Glass dishes 
are too sterile a habitat for the diseases to 
behave naturally. Eventually we hope to 
display our little friends in something 
closer to their natural habitat. We are 
already involved in negotiations with the 
Indian government for the lease or pur- 
chase of a village consisting of at least a 
dozen extended families for our smallpox 
habitat."’ 

“Our hope, of course,"’ she continued, 
**is to bring the smallpox population back 
up to the point that we can begin 


by Mr. Rock O'Fages, the regional 
chairman of gangrenepeace, the nationally 
known disease foundation. 

“It is not our task here to mourn those 
microscopic souls that have fallen in man’s 
heedless, headlong rush toward bac- 
teriological genocide, but to guarantee that 
diseases of the people, by the people and 
in the people shall not perish from this 
earth,'’ said O’Fages. ‘‘And remember, 
brethren and sistern, the smallpox has 
one natural enemy; and that is man. (And 
by that | mean generically, man and 
woman!) Perhaps the only solution is to 
remove him (and her) from the chair of 
command and give it back tiSthe guileless, 
innocent bacterium."’ 

Later, the protestors retiredto the Bungs 
Alternative Community Center for a 
bacterial liberation solidarity meal of rancid 
cheese, moldy bread, and rotten fruit. 

A memorial service for all who partook 
of the meal will be held tomorrow at 8 p.m.
